After prescribing that the voter 
must present his registration cer­ 
tificate and satiisfy the election of­ 
ficers in the foreign precinct that 
he is entitled to vote, the statute 
Isays: “Such person offering to vote 
shall be given a state ballot and 
also a county ballot of the county 
j in which the precinct at which he 
offers to vote is located; and, in 
I the event the candidates upon such 
I ballots are different from the can­ 
didates of the district or county in 
which such elector shall have' the 
right to vote for officers of the 
district or county of which he is 
a qualified elector by striking out 
the names with ink, from the dis­ 


trict or county ballot by writing 
in ink over said names so erased 
the the names of the candidates 
for which he desires to vote, and 
shall stamp in front of such names 
so written in the manner provided 
by law.”

$123,046 IN M IXED GEM S

CHICAGO, Oct. 26.—Total value 
of native gems mined in the Uni­ 
ted States in 1919 was $123,046, 
according to a compilation just com­ 
pleted by the U. S. Geological Sur­ 
vey. 
While larger than the output 
of 191S which was $106,523, last 
years's production was less than 
that of many former years. 
In 
1917, the output was $131,012; ini 
1916, $217,793; in 1915, $170,431; 
in 1914, $124,651; and 
in 
1913! 
$319,454. 
Sapphires made up one-third of 
last year’s total, their value being 
$40,304. 
Turquoise was next with 
a value in the rough of $30,507. 
This is the largest amount of tur­ 
quoise ever mined in the United 
States. 
The value of tourmaline, 
whose fashion as a gem is of recent 
origin, was $18,642 
while 
gems 
produced from quartz amounted to 
$19,078. 
Beryl mined during the 
year was calued at $1,921 and oth­ 
er miscellaneous gems at $7,047. 
On the other hand, the gems 
imported into this country during j 
the year were valued at $113,000,- 
000. 
In this total, cut diamonds 
represented 
$60,085,100; 
rough 
diamonds 
$20,306,758; 
diamond 
dust of bort $1,420,422; and glaz­ 
ier’s diamonds $984,371. The value 
of the pearls imported was $11,- 
000,000 aud of other gems not in­
